Tho London Glube wuys that tlio ro«< 
ply of Iho Spunihh Govornmoiit to the 
demands of Groat J5ritain in tho 
Tornado caao moans (hat Spain roluses 
English demanda lor suiiKfaciion. Tlio 
Tornado was a BlcamHliip llmt. cloarod 
jfrop^Londcn in ^November last for 
Chili. She was unariuod, and whilo 
OQ tho high Boas was inlorcoplod by 
a Spanifah frigalo, eoized and carried 
into Cadiz, wboro sho was conliscatod 
on the cliargo of being a Chilian 
privateer, with which nation Spain 
was then, and 'is now, at war. Shortly 
after tho soizuro of tho Tornado, two 
other English etoninors, bound for 
Chili, woro intercepted, soizod and 
takeD into Cadiz, wbero they were 
ooodemned. Tho telegraph, a few 
days ago, informed as that a flaet of 
war veBseis had Bailed from England 
to demand satiBiaotion for the insult. 
A Babsequont dispatch stated that 
Spain bad agreed to release the oon> 
demned ateamors; but the donpatch 
that came to band last eveaiag ojuvoys 
tho intelligence that salisiaotioD or in- 
demnity in the case of the Tornado is 
refased. Except it ba shown that 
Spain is right in this refusal tho no.xt 
things we- shall hoar bo a do- 
olaratibn of war by our Govornin >iiL 
against Spain. On ilio hco!» of uin 
anuouDComent of tho imiuinonco of 
■war with Spain, wo bavo tlio in- 
telligenoo that tbo United States 
declines to submit tho Alabama claims 
to arbitration.

Tbe allfgaiioii in iLu pelilioii is iliut in ilio 
year 1835, Mr Kidly, boiuj; 'I'eu iu pruuticc 
at tbo bar, plodi:t.'d his honor us a guiiiluniau 
to (be truth of a Btalenicut for the purf^o^^u 
of deceiving a commiltco of the House ol 
Gommons. Tbe petition olleges that the 
oommittea nas thereby deceived, and being 
an EleciioD CommiUee, reptirted that Mr 
Kelly, who bad been a cflndidate for the rc- 
presentatioD.of tbe boroogb of Ipswich, had 
not been guilty of bribery, and bad not com- 
mitted any illegal practices. Mr R. Wun< n 
however, alleges that rn further inquiry Ihu 
committee canae to a riiiforont cpiiiion, uud 
'were conviooed that the gtalenient made by 
Mr Kelly was unfounded and thereupon uu- 
Beaied Mr Kelly on the ground Ihi.t lie bad 
committed bribery by his Iricndg and agenis. 
The petitioner goeR on to stale that in 1815 
Mr Kelly vras appointed Solicitor General 
by the Uoveroment of Blr R. Peal ; that Sir 
B. Feel was in some measure deceived as 
to tbe faols relating to this inquiry before 
tbe Election Comicittee, but that be (Mr 
Elgby Wa8po), baviDS^ no personal enmity 
to Mr Kellyi'did not think it right to go into 
the case against him.
